All students who 
have earned a high school diploma or GED are eligible for admission. In addition 
to an application for admissions, students are required to supply the college with 
an official copy of their high school transcript or GED Certificate. Students with col- 
lege work must submit an official copy of their transcript(s) from each college they 
have attended. Transient students (visiting students) must submit a letter of 
good standing from their home institution stating the courses they will be 
allowed to take. A letter of good standing must be submi tted to the colleg e 
for each term In attendance at Shelton State. 

Students may be conditionally admitted for one semester without the above 
information. However, students will not be allowed to register for math or 
English courses without documentation of prerequisites or the appropriate 
ASSET score. Please be prepared to provide this documentation at the time 

of registration.

Placement Test Policy 

All first-time college students registering for more than three hours of credit or reg- 
istering for courses requiring competencies must take the ASSET Placement Test 
prior to registration. Placement test exemptions are given for students who have 
completed college level math and/or English courses, or students who have equiv- 
alent ACT scores. 

Students scoring 20 or higher on the English portion of the ACT are not required to 
take the writing skills or reading skills portion of the ASSET Placement Test and 
automatically qualify for English 101. Students scoring 20 or higher on the math 
portion of the ACT are exempt from the numerical skills portion of the placement 
test and automatically qualify for Math 1 09. If student wish a higher math place- 
ment they must take the appropriate portion of the ASSET Placement Test. 
Students should consult a counselor to determine the proper math test they should 
take. * *i 

It is the student's responsibility to have ACT scores on file with the ASSET 
Coordinator prior to registration. The ASSET Coordinator is located in the 
Counseling Center.
